All  ties  to  new  Bearing  Trees  (BTs)  are  a  mag  nail  set  in  a  hack  mark  at  the  root  crown  (less  than  12" 
above  ground)  perpendicular  to  the  center  of  the  tree,  unless  otherwise  noted.  BT  diameters  are  noted  as 
dbh  and  are  measured  approximately  4.5'  above  ground.  Bearings  are  measured  from  the  monument  to 
the  center  of  the  BT,  distances  are  measured  from  the  monument  to  the  mag  nail.

Work  done  to  preserve  existing  monument.  A  5'  steel 
t-post  was  set  3.2'  above  grade,  0.25'  southeast  of 
the  rebar  with  a  Monroe  County  Surveyor  Marker 
sign  attached  2.3'  above  grade,  facing  the 
monument  and  the  field  (facing  away  from  the 
creek). 

VICINITY  DESCRIPTION:  Corner  location  relative  to 
nearby  features  and  how  to  reach  the  corner  -  note  fences, 
roads,  timber,  streams,  topo  changes,  etc. 

The  monument  is  4.6'  northwest  of  and 
perpendicular  to  the  west  top  of  bank  of  Salt  Creek. 
There  are  two  distinct  banks  along  the  west  side  of 
the  creek,  separated  by  a  flat  area  approximately  25' 
wide.  The  rebar  is  near  the  lower  top  of  bank  and 
will  definitely  be  impacted  by  flooding.

The  basis  of  bearings  is  Grid  North  NAD83(201 1),  Indiana  West  Zone,  Epoch 
2010.0000,  Geoid  Model  G2012BU7,  Datum  NAD83_NO_TRANS,  US  Survey  Feet, 
derived  from  GPS  observations  utilizing  the  Indiana  Real-Time  Network  (INCORS). 
Distances  obtained  with  GPS  have  not  been  adjusted  to  ground.  Coordinate  data 
was  collected  with  a  Javad  Triumph  LS  Network  Rover. 

Distances  to  witness  ties  were  collected  with  a  100'  cloth  tape.  Bearings  to  witness 
ties  were  collected  with  the  internal  magnetic  compass  of  the  Javad  Triumph  LS  and 
were  automatically  adjusted  to  grid  north.

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ORIGIN:  This  corner  was  calculated  by 
single-proportion  between  the  stone  found  at  the 
South  %  corner  of  Section  34  (CICr_025)  and  the 
stone  found  at  the  Section  Corner  common  to 
Sections  32  and  33  (CICr_l25).  We  shared  our 
calculated  points  with  the  Lawrence  County 
Surveyor,  Corey  Allen,  who  happened  to  be  working 
on  a  survey  for  Bledsoe  Riggert  Cooper  James  in 
this  area.  He  agreed  with  our  calculations  and  set 
the  rebar  for  us  when  he  was  on  site  setting  the 
Lawrence  County  closing  corner  73.92  feet  west  of 
this  corner. 

HISTORY  AND  SEARCH  PROCEDURE:  The 

original  GLO  surveyor  set  a  wooden  post  at  this 
corner  on  the  west  bank  of  a  creek  250  links  wide. 
No  evidence  of  the  monument  or  original  witness 
trees  was  found.  No  other  records  were  found 
referencing  a  monument  at  this  corner.  The  property 
to  the  south,  east,  and  west  is  all  owned  by  the 
Ingram  Family.  I  spoke  with  the  family  member  who 
is  currently  farming  the  ground,  and  he  had  never 
seen  any  evidence  of  this  corner.  I  did  not  find  any 
indicators  of  possession.  I  scraped  around  for  a 
stone  and  used  the  metal  detector  to  look  for  old 
fence,  but  I  did  not  have  enough  confidence  in  my 
search  area  to  spend  much  time  probing. 
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
